X A mighty vifiteth, an^.punifheth 
the Enormities and S$s of Man* 
W) that of Earthquakes may be account- 
^ .^ e , Dreadful and Tremendous^ 

which In an inftant fwalloweth up thoufands 
of people of all Qualities aud Ages, toge. 
therwith chemoftiiiperb arid lately EdiH* 
ces that Pride and Ambition can raife, in 
a moment,even in the twinkling of an £ye„ 
to convince men of the Greatnefs and Pow* 
or of the Supream Creator, and how vain 
it is to value them (elves upon any mundane 
enjoyments 5 Of which we-have lately bid 
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very aftonifhing Inftanccs in fcveral parts of 
the World. 

II. But before I proceed togive a Relati¬ 
on of them, ir may be necefftry Co difeover 
the Natural -C-aufes of this dreadful Con- 
cuflion of the Earth, which the God of 
Heaven makes ufe of to fignifie his Difplca- 
lure for the provoking Crimes of Nation 
and People ; Of which a Learned Divine 
gives the following account.. 

IIJ. An E’rthquake is a fhaking of the 
Earth, occaG >ned by Wind and Exhafati. 
ons inclofed within the Caves and Bowels 
of the Earth, which can find no paffage, 
or at lead none long enough to difeharge 
themfelves, and therefore breaking forth 
with great force and violence, it fometimes 
fhaketh the Earth, another while rendeth 
and openeth the fame, fometimes calling up 
Earth a great height into the Air, other* 
while caufing the ground to fink down a 
great depth, fwallowing Cities, Towns, 
Palaces, Cattles, yea. prodigious high 
Mountains, leaving in the place nothing 
but deep holes, or long and unfathomable 
Lakes of Water. 

IV. Authors Write differently of tbefe'j 
veral kinds of Earthquakes, but theyufuaily 
comDrehend them under fours The firft 

kind 


kind is When the Earth is flhaken laterally 
or to one fide, the whole force of the inclo- 
fed Wind and Vapours driving to one place, 
and there is no contrary motion to hinder 
it* This Wind, if it be not great, caufeth 
the Earth to tremble like a man in an Ague 
Fir, and doth no more harm, but if it be 
ftrong and violenr, it looftth the Foundati¬ 
ons of all Buildings though never fofirm, 
overthrows whole Cities, and fometimes 
throws down great Hills, fo that they over¬ 
whelm ? all the Valleys under them. The 
fecond kind is, when the Earth is lifted up 
with great violence fo that the Buildings are 
like to fall, and inftantly fink down a- 
gain, and thisiscaufed by the force of the 
Winds which ttrive to get upward like Gun¬ 
powder,. and finding fbme deliverance from * 
confinement, the Earth falls down to its 
former place. The third fort is the opening 
rending or gaping of the Earth, which 
finking down fwallows up Cities, Towns, 
yea Rocks, Rivers and Flouds, and fo that 
they never appear again 5 Nay the Sea in 
fotne places hath been drunk up, fo that 
People have gone over on foot, till the rc- 
tufning Tyd-e hath covered the place with 
Water again. The laft kind is, when 
great Mountains arife out of the Earth, or

Another 
prefage is the ealmnefs and coldnefs of the 
Air' by reafon the Exhalation that fhould 
be abroad is within the Earth. Another is 
faid to be, a long thin drake of Cloud feen 
when the Sky is clear after Sun fer, which, 
they (ay, is cauled by the Vapour or Exha¬ 
lation which is the matter of Clouds, being 
R°ne into the Earth, Others affirm that it 
I s the Exhalation which iflueth from feme 
narrow paflage out of which the reft of the 
Wind cannot com?, and therefore foort uf- 

tet by a mdd^ti-Eruption makes a broader 

Ay way 
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way to deliver it felf out of Prifon. Like^ 
wife the Sun appeareth dim certain days be. 
fore, bccaufethe Winds that fliould purge 
and diflipate the grofs Air, which cauftth 
this dimnefs, is inclofed within the Bowels 
of the Earth. Alio the (Birds perceiving's 
certain trembling and flvaking at the Roots 
of the Trees, forfake them, and fit trem¬ 
bling on the ground. Laftly, there are 
heard before, ar, and after an Earthquake 
great noifrs and founds under the Earth, 
with terrible groanings and thunde/ings; 
Vca fomerimes when no Earthquake follows, 
the Wind without any other tile# finding a 
way to vent it felf * Some of thefe are the 
general prognoilicks and forewarnings of a 
dreadful Earthquake to follow, 

VII, And certainly no other Calamity 
produces greater terror and aftonifhuiem 
in Mankind than this. For to have the 
Earth rock under one with that fingular kind 
of motion which no humane art nor force 
can imitate, muft needs be extream furpriz- 
ing ; For though death may be familiar to 
fome men in any other form, yet it appears 
very horrible to be buried alive, and to 
fink on a fudden into an unknown Grave 
they know not whether, perhaps they may 
fall into fome dark Lake of Water, or it 

may 
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may be drenched in a River of fire, or be 
daflied on a Rock; for who can tell the difc 
pofitions of the Caverns below, or what 
fort of the Apartments there are under the 
Surface of the Earth? We walk on the Bat¬ 
tlements of a marvellous ftru6ture, a Globe 
full of Tremendous fecret?. 

VIII. But though we have given fome 
account of the Natural Caufes of Earth¬ 
quakes, yet it is very apparent that many 
have been fupernatural, and caufed by the 
immediate hand of God, of which we find 1 
feveral inftances in holy Scripture, that we 
might dread and tremble before the Almigh¬ 
ty who needs neithi rVapours nor Exhalations 
to Execute his Vengeance upon incorrigible 
Offenders. 

IX. Thefirft of this kind that we read of 
was at the Promulgation of the Law at 
Mount Sinai, Exodus 19,20. ‘And the 
1 Lord faid unto Mofes , go unto the People 
‘and San&ify them to day and to morrow,

‘ gathered therafelves together againft

J.qfephvs in hi$ Hiftory of the Antiquities 
the Jews giyts the following account ot 
thi$ dreadful Judgment \ That M°f €i 
tdg a large prayer, intermix; with Tear?, 
pbile he was (peaking, the Earth inftantiy 
trembled, and Shaking began to move like 
g Bjllow qf ifie Sea raifed by the violence of 
\yindj at which all the People were forely 
^zed, after w,hicH an horrible and (bat¬ 
ing JSfcife waa made about their Tenrs^ 
and infiantly the Earth opened and fwah* 
lowed up bpth them and all rb§t belonged 
to them, infomuch that nothing which wa? 
theirs remained to be feen; And the Earth 
in a moment ^lofing again the vaft gaping 
' immediately was (har, fo that there yvaanojc 
j;he lead; appearance of what bad happened,;, 
Thus perimed they all, leaving behind 
them an example of Gods Power and Judg¬ 
ment, and |his accident was rh more mi- 
Icrable in that there were none, c-ycn of 
j their Kinsfolks and Allies that had compaC 
fian of them, To that the whole People for¬ 
getting what was pafled, allowed Gqds 
Juftice with joyful Acclamations; efteem- 
ing them'unworthy to be bewailed, but to 
accounted as the Plague and Perverters of 

the 
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the People. After, this, faith he, there fud- 
denly appeared fo bright a Fire that the like 
was never kindled by -he hand of man 
nor ever broke Forth from the Bowels of 
burning Mountains^ nor could proceed from 
any natural caufe, but fu 4 as Teemed to be 
kindled from Heaven, exceeding light and 
flaming, by the fury and violence of which 
thofe two hundred and fifty, together with 
Korah , were fo confumed that there fcarce 
appeared any relicks of their Carcafes; On. 
ly Aaron remained untouched, to the end 
that it might appear this Fire came from 
Heaven. This was in the year of the World, 

XI. A third tremendous Earthquake 
caufed by the immediate Power of God 
without any apparent or natural Caufe, and 
whereby the Kraelices gain’d a great Vi 6 to* 
ry over the Philiftines, is in i Samuel 14, 
4 And it came to pafs on a Day that Jon# 
4 than the Son of Saul (aid unto the Young 
‘ Man that bare his Armour, comeandlei 
c us go over to the Philiftines Garrifbn th*t 
4 is on the other fide, but he told not hii 
4 Father. And between the paffages by 
4 which Jonathan fought to go over to the 
4 Philiftines there was a (harp Rock on the 
4 one fide, and a (harp Rock on the other 
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i fide. And Jonathan laid to the young 
‘man that bare his Armour/ come and let 
t us go over unto the Garrilbn ofthefeun- 
* circumcifed, it may be that the Lord will 
‘work for us, for there is no reftraint to the 
‘ Lord to fave by many or few ; And his 
‘ Armour-bearer (aid unto him, Do all that 
‘is in thine Heart, turn thee, behold 1 am 
‘ with thee according to thy Heart $ Then 
1 (aid Jonathan t behold we will pafs over 
4 unto thtfc Men, and we will difeover our 
‘ (elves unto them, if they fay unto us, Tar- 
1 ry until we come to you 5 then we will 
< (land (fill in our place, and will not go up 
4 unto them. But if they fay thus, Come 

* up unto us then wc will go up, for the 
« Lord hath delivered them into our hand 
4 and this {hall be a fign unto us. And both 
4 of them difeovered themfelves to the Gar- 

* rifon of the Philiftines, and the Philiftines 
4 laid; Behold the Hebrews come forth out 

* of their holes, where they had hid them* 

‘ (elves, And the men of the Garrifon an- 
‘ fwered Jmathan and his Armour bearer, 
4 and faid, Come up to us, and we will 

* Chew you a thing. And Jonathan faid un - 
4 to his Armour bearer, Come upafter me, 
4 for the ^ord hath delivered them into the 
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* up on his Hands and upon his Feef, and 
4 his Armour bearer after him, and they fell 
‘before Jonathan, and his Armour bearer 
‘flew after him. And that firft fliughrer 
4 which Jonathan and bis Armour bearer 
‘made was about twenty men within as it 
‘ were an half Acre of Land, which a yode 
‘of Oxen might plow. And there was 
4 trembling 'in the Hoft, in the Field, and 
‘ among ;ull the People ,* the Garrifonand 
‘ (he Spoilers they alfo, trembled, and the 
’Earth quaked fo that it was a very great 
'* trembling (a trembling of God. J And the 

VA/atchmei) f of Saul in tGihcab of Bcnjanfia 

* looked j and behold the multitude melted 
1 away, and they went on, beating down 
‘ one another. Then faid Saul untothi 
c People that were wir.h him, Number now

4 they had numbred, behold Jonathan mid

‘the Countrey round ajbout, even they alfo

*with Saul and Jonathan, Likewile all 
i the men oflfrael whichhad hid themfelves 
‘ in Mbutit Ephraim when they heard that 
‘ the Philiftines fled, even they alfo follow- 
*ed hard after them in the Battel. So the 
‘ Lord favtd lfrael that day and the Bat- 

* tel pafled over unto Beth-haven. This 

was about the year of the World, ag4,o. 
kn&Jofiphus tlius deferibes this Battel ; Hthe 
Philiftines had pitched their Tents on an 
pointed Rock which extended it felf in 
length with three Angle?, and was on each 
fide begirt with a Bans, like a Wall or 
fortification againft the incurfionof their 
Enemies; The place was fortified by Na¬ 
ture fo that no man might afeend or attack 
them without much hazard ; yet only' Jo¬ 
nathan and his Armour-bearer, climbing 
upon their Hands and Feet invaded their 
tamp, and flew about twenty of them 
1 which 
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| which filled their whole Army with terror 
| a °d amazedneft, who throwing away their 
i arms,fled amain. Others being ignorant who 
j were their Friends or Foes, invaded one ano¬ 
ther as Enemies, for imagining with them* 
I felvesthat only two Hebrews dui ft never aft 
||;| cend and enter their Qamp, they addreft 
0 \ themfeives to their mutual murder and flaugh* 
!'•}! te r» lb that fome of them were (lain, others 
|j fled to efcape the Sword, and fell headlong 
|; down the Rocks $ The terrible trembling 
‘! and quaking of the Earth at the fame time, 
!.;■ being doubtlefs very concributary to their 
[-j deftrudtion. 

XII. A fourth terrible Earthquake hap- 
| pened from an immediate Divine Power, in 
jji the days of XJz.zjah King of ^JuAah, of 
; whom we read in the 2 Chronicles z6 . (and 
this Earthquake is likewife mentioned by the 
, Prophets Amos and Zachartah ) ‘ And Uz- 
f ' ziab did that which was right in the light 

j c of the Lord. An^l he fought God in the 

|j 6 days of Zechariah who had Underftanding 
i 4 in the Vifions of God, and as long as he 

I ‘ fought the Lord, God made him to prof* 

I 4 per. And he v/ent forth and Warred 
;i 4 againft the Philiftines, and God helped 
|j * him againft them, and againft the'^w 

* burnt 
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4 Mans, and the Ammorites gave him gift?, j 
4 and. his. name fpread abroad even to the j 
‘ entring in of Egypt, for he ftrengthned 1 
‘ bimfelf exceedingly. Moreover XJ^zjah 
had an Hoft of fighting men, and the whole 
number of the Fathers of the mighty men 
of valour, were two thoufand and fix hun¬ 
dred.

Nov/ though here is no mention tirade of 
the Earthquake that happened in his Reign, 
which is recorded by Arnos and Zacbariab 
as aforefaid, particularly by the lad in 
Chapter 14* And ye (hall flee like as ye fled 
before the Earthquake in the day 9of Uzziafy 
yet Jofephus in his Hifldry of the Jew 
makes it very evident that if Was at this 
time, and upon this occafiori $ Uztiab, 
lays he, upon a certain folenrn Feaft day, 
wherein all the People were aflembled toge* 
ther, attired himlelf in the High Priefts 
Veftmentr, and entred into the Temple to 
offer ;Sacrifice untb God upon.the Golden 
AUar, notwithftanding the High Pf left AtOr 
riah t accompanied with ToUrfcore Priefts- 
prohibited the fame, telling hiffl, that it

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j was not lawful for him to Sacrifice, finceic* 
was only allowed to thofe that were of the 
Pofteriry of the High Prieft Aaron , whilft 
after this manner A pariah cxpoftulated with 
bini, commanding’ him to go out of the 
Temple, and not to invade the Ordinances 
of God 5 The King^axed wrath, and 
threatned to take his life from him, unlefs 
he kept himfelf quiet. Whereupon there fell 
a great Trembling and Earthquake, and 
the Temple cleft in twain, and a great light 
of the Sun entred thereinto, and reflected 
on the Kings Face in fuch manner that all 
hk body was covered with a Leprofy: And 
before the City, in a place called Eroge t the 
half of a Mountain that flood totheEaft* 
ward brake arid fell, and rolled and remov¬ 
ed for the fpace of four Furlongs, toward 
the Oriental Mountain where it reded j So 
that the publick ways were flopt and choak- 
ed up, and the Kings Gardens of Pleafure 
were wholly ruinated and disfigured. When 
the Priefls beheld the Kings Face covered 
with a Leprofie, they told him what incon~ 
vertience had happened to him,and enjoyned 
Him to depart out of the City, according to 
the cuftom of men that were polluted 5 
Whereupon he wholly confuted at fo gfie* 
vous an accident, and having no farther 
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[ , courage to reply, obeyed the command- 
U went that was given him, enduring & pitti* 
l | ful and lamentable puniftiment for being 
•'i p'oud and presumptuous, in committing 
; iuch Impiety agairift God. Finally he died 
! through grief and difeontent, and was Bu¬ 
ried in his OWrl Garden* In the year of the

He alfb Write?, that by 
another terrible Earthqujke the Continent 
of. Africa was rent aftinder, from Europe 
and A fa, as it is at this day, being now 
only coone&ed by a little Neck of Land 
at the Red Sea. The f amous Hie of Sicily 
was likewife formerly a part ol Italy, and 
by an Earthquake divided from it. And 
our Blind of Great Brittain is liippofcd to 
be brbken off from the Continent of France 
by that means.

Jofephus records that about 
twenty nine years before the birth of Chrift, 
there happened a tremendous Earthquake 
in the Country of Judea , whereby divers j 
Beads were {lain, and many People over- j 

whelmed in the ruins of their f-Ioufes, and i 

periled, to the number as fome write of 
about thirty thoufind. 

XX. I now proceed, in a Chronological 
Order, to relate all the Earthquakes that 
have happened fince our Saviours Birth, as I 
find them mentioned by feveral Author?, 
of which that which happened at his Cru¬ 
cifixion is faid to be the greateft that ever 
wa?, which {hook not only one part of the 
Earth as- in other cafes, but the whole 
Wo-ild trembled at once, it fome famous 
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Authors are to be credited. In the tenth 
year of Chrift was a great Earthquake i n 
Cyprus , that overthrew many Cities, arid j# 
his fevententh year thirteen Cities in Italy 
were deftroyed, and the River Tyber over¬ 
flowed Rome. The effo6fs whereof were 
thought to be, That Sejtinus the Favourite 
to Tybpius was executed for his AtnbttidiV 
his Son ftrangkd, his Daughter firfh De. 5 
flowred by the Hangman, then put to 
death. Drufius is Poifoneo”; Tyberuti 
turn’d Tyrant. In 5*9, was a terrible Ec- 
clipfe of the Sort, (b that the Stars were 
feen, Nero’s Supper was burned with Light¬ 
ning, and a great Earthquake happened at 
Rome. At this time the Brittains flay fe* 
venty thou (and Romans, and Suet turn do 
ftroys eighty thoufand Brattains as he comes 
from Angle fey. Rome is fired by Nero who 
rejoices in'than Villany, h.i commits In'ccft 
with his own Mother, afterwards Murders 
and Rips her up to view the place where he 
lay before he was born. Carptfmunh 
Queen of rhe^ Brittains rtj'dfeth her Huf- 
band, the King-of Scots takes her, and bu¬ 
ries her alive.

quake, and a great Darkncfs in England 
about twenty years after 5 And another in 
the Reign of King Henry II. in the Eaftern 
parts oi England, which threw down many 
Perfbns who were (landing or walking, and 
made the Clocks to ftrike and Bellscoring 
in the Steeples. In 1179. on Qhrtftmas day

At the end of’the year the Pied Piper return¬ 
ed for his reward. The Burgers put him 
off with (lightings and negle<a, offering 
him forne fmall matter, which he refuting, 
and flaying fome few days in Town } On 
Sunday Morning at ,High Mafs when moft 
People were at Church, he fall to Play on 
his Pipes, and began another Tune, where- 
ppon there followed him one hundred and 
thirty Boys out of the Town to a great Hill 
called Kofpetty feituate on the R oad hard by, 
when they approached the Mountain, it rent 
in twain and opening let him and the Chil 
dren in, and then clofed again, fo that he 
nor they were ever feen after. This HI 
flory is writ and religioufly kept by them

could fcarce fee, for the Peoples Eyes were 
To hurt with thofe {harp, pricking fulphu.

LIV. Mount lALtna^ or Monte Gibctto , 
a Mountain Co Renowned throughout the 
World for its height and grearnefs, but 
more for thofe Prodigious Flame?, Smoak, 
and Afhes which it hath caft out from the 
top of Lr, wbilft the other parts are continu¬ 
ally ( even in the midfi: of Summer ) co¬ 
vered with Snow, has been'for many Ages 
obferved once, or fometimes oftner, in 
thefpace of about fifteeq years to throw up 
more than ordinary Flames with much 
Smoak and ^Stones;, and great quantities of 
Afhes; which ( though terrible to the 
Neighbouring Towns and Villages) was 
yet wont, in little time Co abate of its fury, 
and prove but feldom more injurious to the 
Country near it, than by communicating 
largely its afhes, which though for the pre- 
fent it did fomewhit incommode them, 
they had afterwards a confiderable com- 
penfadon in the produ6t, of their Lands, 

E 3 wjiich 
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which by this means was rend red more 
fruitful. But on Friday the j 8rh of March 
*669. the Sun was obfcrved before its fet- 
fetting £0 appear of a pale and dead colour, 
which ( being contrary to what it ever be¬ 
fore appeared to us ) ftruck no (mall terror 
into the Inhabitants, - all Obje&s appearing 
alfo of the fame colour, with a palcnefs re¬ 
ceived from that of the Sun : The fame 
night happened in this City as well as the 
whole Countrey hereabout?,, a terrible arid 
unufual Earthquake, whole ftrong and un¬ 
equal motions joy ned with horrible Roarings 
from Monte Gibello exceedingly frighted the 
the Inhabitants, but was fo extraordinary 
violent in the Countrey adjacent, that the 
People were forced to abandon their Houles, 
and to fly into the Fields to avoid the danger 
threatned them from the falling of their 
Houfes. The Village of Nicolofi was of all 
others the mod dreafully. handled by *this 
furious Earthquake, the Houles and other 
Buildings being (hakcn all in pieces, and 
buried in their own Ruins • the poor Peo¬ 
ple ( who had preferved their Lives by a 
timely fi ght, with fuch little of their good® 
as their hafly fears would permit them tp 
carry out with them) continued a Nigtit 
or two in the Fields, beholding with grief 
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an d aftonifhment the ruin of their habkati- 

ong; but oblerving that by thefe violent 
cancu (lions, the Eirth began to open in 
feveral places, and to threaten them with 
inevitable ruin, they fled, though with 
niuch trouble and am^ement to this City. 
Thefe (bakings of the Earth being fo fre¬ 
quent and violent, that the. the People went 
reeling and daggering, with much difh- 
culry fupporting otr another from fal mg, 
infomuch as whu with their wat'.i of deep, 
the pains they w re lort.nd to take in travel¬ 
ling, and the great terrors imprint c,d on them 
by what they hud (eon and fullered, they 
appeared at their arrival in this,City ns fo 
many dellratSLci People wholly infenfible 
of what they did. 

This dreadful convulfion of the Earth 
was immediately followed on Monday 
March n. about Ten at Night by 1 hjree 
Terrible Eruptions, much about the famje 
time, and a little diflance one from the 
other. 

Thefe laid Eruptions were obfcrved. to 
be on the fide ofc Monte Gibetlo y ah°ut two 
Miles beyond the fountain culled, Motytpi- 
lm} from 'whence with a terrible noife it 
threw up its flames with much fury and vio¬ 
lence about a hundred yards in height } its 

E 4 noife 
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iioi(e not roaring only inwards from the 
belly of the Mountain as before, but vio¬ 
lently cracking like peak of Ordinance or 
Thunder,, from the fide of if, throwing out 
vafl (tones, forne of them 3 ©o, pound 
weight, which being ( as it were) (hoc 
through the Air, fell feveral miles diftant I 
fiotn the place, whilft the whole Air.was j 
filled with Smoak, burning Cinders, and 
Adits, which fell like a fiery rain upon rhe 
Countrcy. fn the mean rime ilfued from 
the fide of this Prodigious Mountain a vaft 
Torrent of Melted and Burning Matter, 
which like an Innundarion, Drowned, as 
in a Flood of Fire , the Countrcy on this 
fide ofir. This Burning River ran down 
upon the Mountain M<ntpikri t which, 
o'ppofing its dimft courfe, it divided it felt’ 
into two dreams, which encompalFd the 
'faid Mountain ; one of them talcing irs way 
by La Guardi a, the Convent of S'-c. Am 
and Afalpajjo : the other by the Towns of 
JWontpihri, and Falicchi, which in few hours 
were wholly d< droyed and lod, not fo much 
ak any fign of them remaining,- with feveral 
Villages and Farmes, and with them 
th« fanious Image of the befled Lady of 
the Atmtmiatdi, which, though highly 
Reverenced { throughout the whole' Ifland, 

c deemed 
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eftcemed (he wonder of Sicily and the whole 
\Vortd i and to which the People with 
ipuch Devotion reforted in Pilgrimage from 
the renviteft parre, was alfo fwallowed up 
pnd confumed by this dreadful Torrent. 

This Fiery and Burning Deluge imme¬ 
diately fpread it felf to above fix Mile in 
breach , Teeming to be fo'mewhat of the 
colour of melted and burning Glafs 5 bur, as 
it cools, becomes hard and Rocky, and every 
where in its paflage leaves Mills and Pyra¬ 
mids of that matter behind it, 

At the fame time Monte Gibello from its 
top ragpd with dreadful Flames, which 
with its noile and Goncuffions of the Earth 
which dill continued, added not a little to 
the Terror of the People, who ran with 
Cries and Lamentation? about the City and 
Country, expe&ing nothing blit to be fwal« 
lowed up or con fumed by Fire, having no 
other apprehenfions but of Death, and a 
General Confl igration. The two Torrents 
of Fire came forward, deftroy/ng all things 
in their way, and by VVedncfday^ March 
rjtb. had on the Wed lido branched it 
felf into feveral Stream?, and over-ran C^zM- 
p.o Rotund) , Sr. JPietro , and Moftorhiancp^ 
with La Potielii , and Sr.' Antoni m \ and 
on the Ead-pavt ruin’d the Ewer part of 

E 5 > AJaJcalucia, 
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Mafcaluc'ta , and Le Flacchjy taking Its 
way rowa’rds this Giry. 

On Thurfday the 14th, the Wind catne 
Eaftwards, on which fell abundance of 
Rain, which abated not the Progrefs of 
the Fire 5 which on the Eaft-fide had 
from Mafcalucia made Its way to Sr. Gio¬ 
vanni di GaUrmo, the lower part whereof 
it deftroyed ; and palling on, feemed to 
"threaten this City on one fide, as did that 
on the Weft-fide the other, As the 
Fire approached , the Religious every 
where appeared with much Devotion , 
carrying in Proceflion their Relique?, 
efpecally ' thole of St. -dgatha , the 
famous Martyr of Catania y in which they 
repoled no fmall confidence', followed by 
great multitudes of People, fome of them 
mortifying themfelves with Whips, and 
other figns of Penance, with great Com¬ 
plaints and Cryes, exprefling their dreadful 
expe&ation of the Events of thofe Prodigi¬ 
ous fiery Inundations. 

Whilll the People were thus bufied in 
their Devotion?, and aftonifht by their 
Fears, News was brought to the Magi- 
ftrates of the City, that a confiderable num¬ 
ber of Thiefs and Robbers had taken the 


opportunity of this general deftradlion, to 
' make 
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I m ake a Prey of the already diftretfed Pe°~ 
pie, and that they had murdered feveralot 
thetti for their Goods j and that It was to. 
be fear’d, that the City of Catania kw* 
might run fome danger from the great nunv 
bers of them which were about the Coun- 
! ny, and from thence took their opportu- 
1 nicies'to get into the Town. Whereupon, 
Confutation being had for the prevention of 
farther mifehief from them, the Comman¬ 
der of the Caftle was ordered with a confi¬ 
derable number of Horfe, and a Party of 
Spaniard?, to fecure the Countrey and City 
again ft rhefe Robbers ; who immediately 
fent out feveral Parties with his PrOvoft- 
i Marftial, with Order to feizc upon all M- 
pt&ed Perfons, and fuel) as were not able 
to give a good account of themfelves: And 
for fuch as were taken in the Fail Robbing, 
to Execute them by Martial-Law, without 
any farther T r y a l 5 and accordingly caufed 
three pair of Galiowes to be let up for their 
fpeedy Execution 5 one before the Gate Di 
Aci y a fecond in the ^Mark$t-placc y and a 
j third before the Gate Della Dccima y let¬ 
ting ftrong Guards upon the Gates of the 
City, and caufing all fufpe&ed Houfestfl be 
fearched, an Account to bp given in of all 
Lodgers, and fuch Perfons to be fecurcd 
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as could any ways fall under a Sufpmon' 
T»c poor-People.jput of the Counrrey being 
by this Prodigious Calamity ftriftout of 
all the Jr Effaces, and reduced to great extre- 
inity, fled moil of them for refuge and re¬ 
lief, to this City, with great Lamentations. 

.moving the Charity of the Magiftratcs, who 
Were, readijy in.cli/ied to give, them the 
b.eft: affiftapcc they were able ; and the Ci. 

m °V^d by their Complaints and 
SutxcringSj freely open’d their Door?, filling 
their Houfes with as many of thofe diftrefled 
People as they could poflibly receive. the 
BifhexpancJ all Per fons of Quality and Eftate 
contributing largely for their fupporr, till 
better Order could he taken for the difpo- 
ling of them., r 

The City of Mejftna alfo, and feveral a* 
ther Cities ( informedof this extraordinary 
;Cilam^ty ) £nt hither large Supplies of 
Tvovifions offering their bdt affiftance to 
this place, in cafe of extremity. All the 
Elements feemed at this time to make War 
upon u-, and to confpire together for the 
punifhment of the Inhabitants j The Air 
was continually darkned with Cloud*.and 
umoak, agitated by great and violent 
Wind? 3 and oftentimes fflowred down great 
Rains, infomuch as the Sun from the be* 

ginning 
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ginning of thefe Eruptions,, very feldom 
appeared to us, and when it did, ( with 
extraordinary palenefs, ) fot a little time 
only and ( as it were abhorring fo dread¬ 
ful a Speftacle ) foon hid its face again un¬ 
der a thick Cloud. 

The Sea ran much higher than it was 
wont to do, and by its extraordinary Roar¬ 
ing, and in fome places overflowing its 
Banks, added not' a little to our Conftcrn# 
tion. The Lgnd every where infefted 
with Thieves, infomuch, that till by the 
extraordinary care taken by the Magiftrates 
and Officers, fevere execution was done upon 
fuch as were apprehended in the Fail, no 
perfon was able to ftir abroad without 
danger of his Life; whilft the Fire by 
this prodigious overflowing of the Moun¬ 
tain , threatned to take pofleflion of 
all. 

On Friday thei^th. the ftream of fiery 
Matter which deftroyed the lower part ol 
Sr. Giovami di Galermo divided ic fel'f in¬ 
to two parts, one of its branches taking its 
Way toward Mofterb'uinco y the other threat* 
hing tlje City of Cathd'a^ but this laft was 
dbferved ' to move with more fbwnefs than 
before, having in a.4, hours time fearedy 
gained zo pace?. 
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On the i 8 rh. being \ Monday, the Tor¬ 
rents being ftill djen to dfaw nearer and 
nearer to this City, the Senate with Mon- 
(egnior Qawbuchi the Bifliop of this place, 
followed by all the Clergy Secular and Re¬ 
gular, and an infinite number of People 
went in a folemn Proceflion out. of this City 
to M:nte tie St. Sofia, carrying out with 
greateft Devotion their choiccd Rclfcks, 
and upon an Altar crew 'd in view, of the 
Mountain, cxpofed them, where they Cele¬ 
brated Mafi and ufed the Exorcifmes accut 
tomcd upon fuch extraordinary occafiorts, 
all which time, the Mountain ceafed hat 
a9 be lore with cxcdTive roaring, to throw up 
its Smoak and Flames with extraordinary 
violence, and and abundance of great (tones; 
which were carried through the Air, fome of 
them falling within their view, though at 
ten miles didance irom the Emption; the 
Aflr.s which proceeded from thence were 
fcattered in great abuhdance, as well on 
this City a3 on the Country adjacent, every 
where in the Fields with Cinders, and the 
heat of the (aid Afhes deftroy ing^the Graft, 
which obliged the People to drive away 
their Cattel to a farther difiance, which 
would otherwife have perifhedI for want of 
food. ‘ 
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Thefe dreams of ruin daily crept nearer 
and nearer to this City, but by uneven and 
irregular motion?, according as it was 
more or lefs fupplyed from its fountain 5 but 
: on. Wednefday the twentieth we perceived 
that that branch of it wfiich teemed mod to 
threaten this City from St, Giovanni di 
j Gfllermo was wholly extinguifhr,, and the 
other which bent its courfc toward Mofier- 
Hanco ran but (lowly, and gave us fbme 
I hopes that its fury was alfo near .(pent, bujt 
j the other Torrent which had before over- 
I flown MofterbiancOy continued its motion 
with as much violence as ever, being in 
breath above a Mufquet (hot over; but in 
probability could not eafily overflow to the 
Wed ward which was defended by its 
1 Rocky feituation ; another branch which 
ran by Santo Pietro was obferved to be 
. much larger than the red, anar its dream 
j more quick and active, but meeting with 
; fame oppofitlon in its way, it made fome 
| (top, only fending out a Rivulet toward 
J the Eaftwards about three or four • yards 
wide, of its mod fubde or adlive matter, 
which dire&ed its courfc towards a fmall 
Village about a Furlong diftnnf from its 
main dream $ another Branch threatned

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wards towards theFarm of Valcorrcnt e,where 
itsTicrybbdy was fcattered into feveraf deep 
and rofclcy place?, without any confiderable 
damage. 

About thi3 time wc had hopes that the 
violence of this Eruption had been over, the 
Mountain not throwing out its. flames with 
that violence as before, and its noife and 
soaring in a great meafuve ceafed.- 

Thole who at neared djftancc took a view 
of the Mountain, informed that the top of 
if, was fallen in, and the’ Mountain fuppo- 
fed to want near aMiie of its former heighth; 
that the larged of the Mouths from whence 
-thele fiery dreams were vented, was about 
half a mile in compafs; but the view of this 
dreadful Inundation carried fo much terror 
in it as they were not able to exprefs * from 
, all thefe' Mouths were vomited Rivers of 
a thick and hery Jubilance of done and me¬ 
tals melted, whole depth was various accor¬ 
ding to the feveral places it filled in its paf- 
fage, in Ibme places four, in others eight, 
twelve or fifteen yards and upwards \ its 
breadth in fame places fix miles, in others 
much more • its flame like that of Brim- 
done, and its motion like that of Quick- 
filver'; advancing ordinarily vry fbwly, 

unl.Cfs where it was provoked by the addi. 
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don of a frefli Torrent or fome confiderable 
defeenr. Whercfoever it pafled, it left 
large heaps of its congealed matter, with 
which it r covercd and burnt the Earth, melt¬ 
ing the alls of C idles and Houle?, throw¬ 
ing down and. confuming all before it, no¬ 
thing being yet found able to refill its force, 
nor any thing able to quench its burning, 
water being oblcrved rather to add to its 
fury; whercfoever it has palled,it has left its 
dreadful marks behind it, levelling forne 
hills and raifing other?, fo much changing 
the feituation, that not the lead trace of any 
Place or Town remains, nothing being td 
be feen but confuled heaps of ragged done, 
which yielding a noilome fume, drakes 
terror and aflonilhmem into all that behold 
ir. 

On Friday the X2 t the Mountain again 
reared with much loudnef?, and threw up 
from Its Mouth a vad quantity of matter, 
which formed two large hills higher and 
larger than that of Mcnp'tlcri , with a large 
bank of the fame matter to the Eadwarcl, 


fending down a violent dream of its liquid 
matter towards Malpajfo, much enlarging 
the former Current, and palling thence to 
Campo Rotiwdoa nd Santo Pietro compleated 
the ruines of thofe Towns, driving furiouf- 
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]y towards Moftcrbianco ; the other ftreatn 
by Santo Giovanni da Galermo being wholly 
diverted and c xrmgu.flir. From this time 
till the 25 'f-K the Mountain continued (ilepr 
but then it burft out again wi.h more force 
thsm ever before, its noife touch louder, 
Ike Peak's of Ordnance, and (o forcible and 
lafting, as for twenty four hours it caufed a 
lhaking and^ trembling in our Buildings, 
the Air fo filled with S noak and Afhes, as 
darkned the Face of the Sky.

filled all the Plain Dt Scbiara Viva, where 
it was above fix Ells deep. Then taking 
its way towards the Bulwark, on the Sea- 
fide, under the Cuftle of this City, it ran 
by, two Ells deep into the Sea ; in which, 
(fo the great wonder of all that (aw it) it 
has made its Progrefs a n i'e in length, and 
j as much in breadth, and is drawing towards 

the 
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the Gate of the Channel, which gives us 
great Apprt hcnfions, leaft it may that wav 
Invade the City it felF: Nor is there lefs dan¬ 
ger on the fide Del Ttndaro , where there 
runs a great Torrent of the fame Adtive 
matter, which draws near, and teems to 
threaten the Walls, and is in that place 
about a mild in breadth, having overflow* 
ed and deftroyed all the Gardens, from the 
Gate Della Decima , as Far as Madovni dcUi 
Amellatu 

The names of the ntoft confiderable 
TTowns and places ruined and ctaftroyed by 
the dreadful Earthquakes and lyruptio^s 
were, I he Fownof Nicolofl , wholly ruin¬ 
ed j Padara and Tre Caftagne the greatefl; 
part deftroyed ; The Towns of La Guar- 
dia y MalpaJfo y C ampo Rotundo , Votielii, St, 
Ahttonino, St. Pietro > Mftcr bianco^ Mont- j 
pllcYi, La AnuTfciata, Faliccbi , PIaccbi > all 
wholly overflowed confumed, and loft in 
this fiery Inundation with all the Lands be- 
longing to them, no foot-fteps of them re¬ 
maining j The Towns of Mafculucia, and 
St. Giovanni de Galermo ruined iri part $ 
The large Gardens and Vineyards of Alba- 
nelli overflown and deftroyed: The famous 
/p:ece of Antiquity of Marcus Marcellujy 
much ruined y Madonna de Monferrato de¬ 
ftroyed, 
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ftroyed, be fide s many Caftle?, Farms, and 
other Places, which have run the fame For¬ 
tune, whofe names we for brevity pate 
over. 

LVI, Weft of the I fie of Sicily in the 
Ttifcan Sea, within fight of Adcffina, and 
one hundred and fifty miles diftant from 
Mount e/Etna are the <i/Eolian Iflands, fo 
called from Aeolus King thereof, who firft 
taught theufeofthe Sail, and by obferving 
the Fire and Smoak which afeended from 
thefe Iflands, (for heretofore they all fla¬ 
med ) was from thence fabled to be the God 
v If the Winds y Thefe were anciently feven, 
but are no\V eleven Ifhndp, of which Lipa- 
rts is the greatefl:, being ten miles in ebeuir, 
the Fire went out here about an Age ago. 
So that at this day Strowbolo only burns, 
(though another called Vulcano fmoaks con¬ 
tinually) It was formerly called Strcngile y 
but by corruption Stumbolo from theround- 
nefs thereof, for it teems like an high round 
Mountain in the Sea, out of the top where¬ 
of iflueth continually a flirne like a burning 
Beacon, and exceeding clear, fo that,by 
night efpecially it is to be difcerned a won¬ 
derful way, A place fo full of horror to the 
neighbobring lflaridcrs, that the more igno¬ 
rant Papi/ts are made to believe it is the ve- 

ry 
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ry J.iws of Hell it fdf; The aforenamed 
y,‘' chr ? ma( j c . Observation of this Mountain 
hkewifc, which he thus relates. That on a 
certain day viewing Strombolo very curioufly 
about threefcore tnilet d.ftant, he obfervcd 
to be more than ordinarily furious, for 

t appealed wholly overwhelmed with Fire 

in fo great plenty, that it Teemed to belch 
out fl ■lining Mountains, a moll horrendous 
Specie , And then, fiith he, ( heard 
ftiange kind of dull murmur from the 
Mountain Co far off, which feemed to come 
towards us under the Earth, till it reached 
the Subterraneous place where We Hood, and 
there uttered fuch horrible Thundrings 
wuhm the Earth, with fuch formidable 
Earthquakes, that none of them were able 
to Itand on their Feet; After the violence 

Tf getting up again with unfpeak- 

able Confternatton, they beheld the de¬ 
li mui on and (amenrable fubvei lion of the 
famous Town of S' £»,{,« three miles 
olt, w.nch happened at that inftant, the 
Uty being wholly fwallowed up, for Pek¬ 
ing lor the Town, they found inltead there- 
ol, What is wonderful to be related, nothing 
but a dark Oinking Lake fprung up in its 
P ace, tiny could find no men nor Inhabi- 
ants > Thence palling on their Journey, 

they 
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f hey found nothing elfe for Two Hundred 
piles, but the Car cafes of Cities, horrid 
ruins of Cattle?, Men ftragling up and 
down in the open Fields, and through hor¬ 
ror and famine pining and withering 
away. 

LiVII, In dpril l66c>,The Mountain Ve- 
juvm aforementioned caft up more Smoak 
Siid Allies than formerly, and for feveral 
Nights the neighbouring places were much 
affrighted with the great Flames which iffu- 
ed from it, accompanied with unufual noi- 
fes; At the fame time they write, That 
the Vice-Roy of Sicily having compaffion 
upon the miferable condition of above 
thirty thoufand poor People, who by their 
Flight had favedchemfelves f rom the Fire of 
Mount nsEtna aforementioned, which had 
dciftroyed feventeen or eighteen Towns or 
Villages, and by the daily approaches to 
the City of Catania, leaned to threaten it 
with inevitable mine, fo that the Inhabi- 
tans were leaving the place; And that he 
thereupon lent one of his Officers to take 
order for the maintenance of thofe diiheffed 


Creatures, and difpoflng of them into pk- 
cesof fafery. June zo, thisyear at Jnfpurg 
in Germany] a' little after Noon, there was 
a very violent Tempeft with extraordinary

Hail, Rain, Thunder and Lightning, ac¬ 
companied with an Earthquake, which had 
fuch terrible Effe£fcs at Schnatz, a Town 
about three miles diftant from Jnfpur^ 
where the Emperor of Germany had fome 
Silver Mines, that the River which run? 
through it overflowing, drowned alllthe 
adjacent Fields, driving down, and deft toy¬ 
ing above thirty Houles, endamaging N many 
more, and drowning above two hundred 
People. 

LVIII. In 1682 . Aug, 2$. The Moun¬ 
tain Vefuww did call out Fire accompanied 
with a mod terrible and hideous noife, which 
from an hour after Sunfet on Saturday, till 
three a Clock next morning was fo great, 
that it caufed a kind of Earthquake, the 
houfe9 in that City being plainly obfented 
to (hake ; The Mountain likewife call out 
A flies in great abundance, which were dif* 
perfed fnany miles by the Wind, and the 
Sunday, all the Streets of JSfapks were co¬ 
vered with them, as if it had been a deep 
Snow. Thefe Prodigies very much terrified 
the People, and Publick Prayers were matk 
for appealing the Wrath of Heaven $ It a 
added. That many great-.Coals of Firc fell 
alio, the dread whereof wrought (b inuci 
upon the Inhabitants, that they removed to 
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6ther Cities j That the terrible Earthquakes 
have thrown down near three thoufand 
Buildings allabout the foot of the Mountain, 
and it roared (o loud as to be heard forty 
miles diftance in a dill night. The fame 
year an Earthquake happened in France and 
Switzerland, which affe&ed all the Cities 
and places for many hundred miles'about. 

LIX. Iti 1685:. a very wonderful Pro-! 
digy happened in France, which though It 
may not feem fo properly inferted among 
thefe Relations of Earthquakes, yet the 
ftrasgenefs and reality thereof, may exculej 
the account I (hall give of it; and not be*« 
ing generally known may be the more ac-< 
ccptable. It is notorious to all Chriften- 
dom that the French King, after a multi¬ 
tude of Infractions of his moft folemn Ed ids,' 
Oaths and Proteftations for fecuring to the 
Proteftants of his Kingdom the free exerclfe 
of their Religion, began about the year 
1684. openly and without the leaft provo-’ 
cation, to ufe all manner of Cruelties to¬ 
ward them, to oblige them if pofiible to 
renounce their Faith and Profeffion, de¬ 
claring, c That he would no longer fuffer 
‘■any Proteftants In his Kingdom, bbt that 
* they muft refolve either to change thek 
4 Religion or elfe to fuffer the utmoft Tor- 

F 4 men 
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merits that could be infl'nfted upon them. 
In proftcution of this inhumane relolution 
Dragoons were imploy’d, hrft to feize the 
Goods of thofc that continued conftantin 
their Religion, after which they proceeded 
to further cruelties, hanging fome Men and 
Women up by the Hair of the Head or the 
Feet within their own Chimneys, fmoaking 
them with Wlfps of Wet Strawy Others 
they threw into the Fire, and pluckt them 
thence half roafted ; They tied them on the 
Rack, and poured Wine down their 
Throats till the fame bad deprived them pf 
their reafon, and then made them fay,. ,T% 
would be Catholicks, They ftript them 
ftark naked and Larded them all over with 
Pins from Head to Foot. They kept them 
from fleeping feven or eight days and nights 
together. They tied Parents to Bccj-p<$$ 
and raviflhed their Daughters before their 
Eyes. They pluckt off the Nails from the 
Hands and Toes of others, with moftjin' 
tolerable pain?, and after thefe and a tW 
fand other indignities, if they ftill refufedto 
a,bjure the Truth, they threw them into 
clofe, dark, and ftinking Dungeons, ex$* 
cifing upon them all manner of BarbaritietJ 
Their Minifters were banifhed,their Church 
es demolifhed, their Houfes pluckt down, 

■ thc*| 
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thfiir Wives. Ifnd, Children feized and put 
ip to Mbnafteries, and feveral fuffered ntpfb 

Among the bahiftied Minifters was the 
famous Mopfieur Jurieu, who retiring into 
fjollapdy writ feveral Paftoral Letters to the 
P^rJP^fecutfd Proteftants in. France for the 
tagthening' /and confirming them in the 
ipue'FajthWfChrifti ahd for reducing thofi* 
through fear of trouble and danger x had 
feeipingly. reconciled themfelves to the Ro 
ijiifh v^urch, and were afterward termed 
Confyerf't.y In one pf thefe Letters 
Manfieur Jur 'm gives a very furpriziog Re- 
ktiqn of Songs and Voices which were heard 
jn the Air, the year i 68y, of which 1 
give an account in his own word?*

So that the Englilh as to their lofs 
inMerchandife have efcapcd much better than the 
Dutch, who had 110 Ships in Por t. All the lower 
Ware-houfcs in Viferchan are fyved, but thofc a- 
bove Stairs, either by Windows left open, or by 
the Fire getting in at the Clefts of the Walls buf¬ 
fered much and are moft fallen. The CalUc at 
: St. Giacomo-Point is quite funk under ground. A 
CapigccBaffa is fent from lienee to Smyrna to look 
after the Grand Seigniors lutereft in taking the 
Eliates of t.hofe dead without Heirs, which will 
add.afflidfipnto affliftion, hut tl)c publiok necQfli- 
ties here are great.. And the Lord Ambaifador 
of England lias fent down an Olficer, with com¬ 
mand from the Grand Wifier to bc affifting perti- 
eulary to our. Nation in looking after their con¬ 
cerns. 

LXIir. In December following feverai Earth¬ 
quakes happened about Naples and Benevcntnm, 

' . but 
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but without fuch unfortunate Accidents as attcn- 
dcd them fome months before. Neverthelessthat 
accident being frcfh in memory, it is not to be 
imagined in what a confternation the People were 
and how they fell to their Prayers in foveral 
Churches. The Monks in thofe quarters made ufc 
of the opportunity to preach,That the end of the 
World was at hand, and for that reafo'n endea¬ 
voured to awaken the People to give Alms. But 
in regard (faith my Author) that the People ar e 
not now to be impofed upon as formerly, Wjren 
they ufed fuch ways to rear thofe coftiy Fouiida- 
tionsthat are fcattered over all Europe, they re- 
folved to keep what they had; not finding the 
Monks made better ufe of their Money than thev 
themfelves could do. • ^ 

I fuppofe it will not be deemed preemption 
to aflert, that thefe dreadful (hakings of the Earth, 
did feem plainly to prefage thofe Convulfiom 
that happened fooit after,and may prefignify good 
as well as bad Events; Not only the happy Revo¬ 
lutions in thefe three Kingdoms, but alfo the hor¬ 
rid ruins, devaftations, and miferies which the am¬ 
bition and barbarity of the French King has occa¬ 
sioned lately in Chriftendom, and which do ftill 
continue. 

LXIV. Difinal was the Calamity and Judgment 
which befcl thelnhabitants of thelfland of Jamaica 
-in. the ; Weft-Ihdiesupon Tuefday 7 ««e 7. 1692. 
by a dreadful Earthquake. For about eleven a 
Clock in the morning the Earth fuffered a great 
Trepidation,which in a minutes time was increa¬ 
se! to that degree that feveral Houfcs began to 
tumble down,and in fix or feven minutes or a quar¬ 
ter of an hour at the moft^ made terrible havock , 
?md devaftutiom It threw down almoft all the ! 

Houfes, .1 
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I Houfes, Churches, Sugar-works, Mills, and Bridges 
through the whole Country. It tore the Rocks and 
Mountains, and threw them into the Sea, but Port 
topi had much the greateft ftiare in thisrftonifli- 
1 ^ Judgment of <jod. The Minifter of that place 
relates,. That the fame Morning he had beep at 
Prayers in the Church, which he never negJefted, 
to keep up fome fhew of Religion amougft a nipft 
ungodly, debauched People, and was gone to a 
pllce hard by the Church where the Merchants 
ufe to meet, and where the PrCfident of* the Coun¬ 
cil was,defigning to dine with one Captain Endcn, 
but his Houfe upon the firft concufifjon funk firth 
I into the Earth and then into this Sea,with his Wife 
and Family and fome others that were come to dine. , 
1 1 , ■ ^^ut the Minifter Raying fome time with} 
j t/?ePrehdent, efcaped the danger, yet foon after 
they found the ground rowling and moving undem 
] their feet; LordSirJuys the Minifter, What's thidS. 
j He replied very compofcdly, being a fober graved 
man, It ti an,Earthquake, be not afraid it will Tom 
be over, but.it increafed,and they heard the Churdfr 
and Tower fall,upon which they ran to fave them- 
telves. The^Miniftcr quickly loft the Prefideut 
and made toward Morgans Port, which being a 
Pde open place he thought to be feepreft from 
falling Houfes, but as he came near, hefaw the 
harth open and fwa.llow up a multitude of People, 
mid the Sda.mountingin over the Fortifications; 

He then laid afide all thoughts of efcaping, and re- 
folvcq to make towards his own Lodgings, and 
here to meet death in as good a pofture as he 
could, and in his way was forced to run through 
„ ° r or ’ ,T c jy„ narrow ftrects, where the 

Houfes and Walls fell on each fide of him,and fome 
Bricks came rowling over his Shoes, but none hurt 
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him. When he came to his Lodgings he found a II 
things fafe, not a Pifture, of which mere were fe- 
veral fair ones in hisChamber,difpIaced. He went 
to the Balconcy to view the ftreet in which his 
Iloufe flood,and faw never an Houfe down there 
nor the Ground fo much as crackt. The People fee¬ 
ing him there, cryed out for him to come down 
^and pray with thcm.When he came into the ftreet 
ctery One laid hold on his Cloths and embraced 
him, fo that with their fear and kindnefs he was 
almoft ftifled. He perfuaded themat laft to kneel 
dd'ivn andmake a large ring, which they did,'he 
pray’d with them near an hour, when being airport 
fpent with the heat and the cxercife,they brought 
him a Chair,the Earth working all the while with 
new motions and tremblings like the rowling of 
the Sea, infomuch that wiien he was at Prayer lie 
could hardly keep himfelf upon his Knees. By 
that time he had been about half an hour with 
them,aggravating their fins and provocations,and 
ferioufly exhorting them to repentahee,there came 
fomeMerchants ofthe?place who defired him to go 
aboard fome Ship in the Harbour & refrefh himfelf 
having got aBoat to carry him off,fo when he came 
to the Sea, he faw it had fwallowed up the Wharf, 
with allthofegoodly brick Houfes upon it, moftof 
them as fine asthofein Cheapfide, and two intire j 
Streets beyond that. He walked upon the tops of 
fome houfes that lay level with the furface of the' 
Water,from whence he gotfirft into a Canoo,and 
then into a Long-Boat, which puthim a Board a 
Ship called the Siam Merchant, where he found 
the Prefidentfafe, who was overjoyed to feehim, 
they could not deep that night for the returnsof 
the Earthquake, almoft every hour,which made all 
thcGuns in the Ship jarand rattle. The next day 



hf went from Ship toShip .toy ifit thofc that were 
bruifed and dying,and.to p ray) w i 11V ft ic iq, a n ^ 1 i k e - 
wife to do d\e laft Office at the, finking of feveral 
Corps that came floating from the Point, -Tin? 
ftiakingsof the Earth ftill continued witti Thunder 
and Lightning and foul Weather, and the People 
continued ftill us defperately wicked as before, 
for, that very day this terrible Earthquake happen¬ 
ed, as, foon as night came on, a Company of lend 
Rogues oafled Privateers fell to breaking open 
Warehoufesand Houfes defeated. To rob and rifie 
their Neighbours whilft the Earth trembled under 
them, and fome of the Houfes fell on them in the 
Aft, and thofe audacious Whores that remained 
upon the place were us impudent as ever. He went . 
agajp afhoar to pray with the bruifed and dying 
people, apd to Chriften Children, where he met. 
too many Drunk and Swearing, he did not fpare 
them, nor the Magiftrates neither, who had fuffer- 
cd vvickednefs to grow to fuch a height. In the laft 
Sermon lie preached in the Church,he plainly re- 
prefented to them the danger of tlieir impenitence 
and wickcdnefs,with fo much zeal and earneftnefs 
that many now confefled, It was more like a Pro¬ 
phecy than a Sermon. He fays he had Auny times 
before, an impulfe upon his Spirit to Preach thofe 
tilings which he never premeditated at home, and 
could not, he thought, do otherwife. The morn- 
ia 3 j. this dreadful day was very fair and dear, 
affording no fulpicion of the leaft evil, but in the 
lpace ol three minutes about half an hour after 
eleven m the morning, Port-Royal the fuireft Town 
o all the Englifh Plantations tlie beft Emporium 
and Mart of that part of the World, exceeding in 
)ts riches, plentiful of all good things, was flvaken 
and mattered to pieces, and iunk into and covered

tli^rciteft paftby the Sc,i. Few of the Houfcs 
that ftoOd were left whole.So that by their falling* 
the opening qf the Earth, and the Inundation of, 
the 1 Waters, it: is reckoned there were loft fifteen 
hundred PerfOhs. the Sunday after, the Minilter 
Preached to them in alVnt,nbt daring to venture 
among the ftrattered Houfes,the People were over* 
joyed to fee hint among them, and wept bitterly 
When he Preached to them.lt Was a fad fight to {& 
all that liarbour, one of thefaireft and goodliefi 
in Amenta , covered with the dead bodies of Peo¬ 
ple of all conditions,floating up and down Without 
burial; for the great and famous Burial-place cal- 
led the PallifadoCs, was deftroyed by the Earth¬ 
quake, and the Sea walhed the Carcafles ofthofe 
that were btfried out of their Graves, their Tofoto 
being dallied to pieefcs by the Earthquake, of 
Which there were hundreds in that place. Multi- 
tudes of Rich men were utterly mined, whilft many 
that were pOqr, by Watching opportunities ahu 
fearching the Wrack’d and funkHoufes, evenahtioft 
while the Earthquake lafted, and terror and amaze¬ 
ment was upon all the eonfiderable People, have 
gotten great riches.FrOm St. Atitis there was news 
that above a thoufand Acres of Wood-land were 
turned into the Sea, and carried With it whole 
Plantations, but no place fuffered like Port-Roj^ 
where whole ftreets were fwallowed up by 'the 
qpening.of the Earth, ardthe Koufes andthlli- 
bitants went down together. Some of them were 
driven up again by the Sea which arofe in thole 
breaches and wonderfully Cfcaped.SOme were {Wal¬ 
lowed up to the neck, and then the Earth fM 
wpori them and fqueezed them to death, and in 
that manner feveral Were left buried, with their 
heads above ground, only feme Heads the Dogs had 

eaten 
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eaten. Others were covered withduft' and Earth 
by the remaining People to avoid the ftencu*. 
Great bellowing and noifes were heard fometim: 
after in the Mountains, which made them appre- 
henfive of an Eruption of Fire; but thanks tyc to 
God, no ill Event hath yet fuceeded. , / . 

By a fecond Letter from another WQi'tliy.pjvfnp 
and a Minifterof the pariftt of Ve're .in thu^Jljand, 
fome Leagues from Vert-Royal ; we havejtjfds fur¬ 
ther Relation of that tremendous Judgment, Da¬ 
ted June go, 1692. On Tuesday June 1. ajbpht 11. 
in the morning it pleated the juft God to^yifit i\s 
with a terrible Earthquake, which cpntinuod 
with much violence and terror for ahou.t a qjaartpr 
of an hour, r as moftfay, but in my ; opinipp nota- 
boye 5 . or 7. minutes, in which time it overthrew 
all-the Briok and Stone Buildings in the Cou ntrey, 
whereof feveral in my own Parifh, which now arc 
either levelled with the ground, or ftanding Mo¬ 
numents of the wrath of God, fo lhattcred and 
forh that they are irreparable; while thefe were 
tumbling, theEnrth opened in my Parilli in mul¬ 
titudes of places, and though their dire Chaftns 
fpewed out Water to a eonfiderable height above 
ground, in fuch quantities in fome places that it 
made our Gullies run on a fudden, though be¬ 
fore exceeding dry, infomuch that fome were a- 
fraid of being overwhelmed at once by the River 
and Sea joyning together tofwallow up the Coun- 
trey; thefe gaping mouths being no lcfsthan i g, 
20. or more foot deep under the Eartb, and above 
two miles up in the Countrey, efpecially nigh the 
River in the pureft mould, which had not Clay nor 
other confolidating Matter beneath to oppofe the 
force of the Fountains of the Deep breaking up : 
for where that was, we do not find any cracks of 
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theEarth afalj: And yet it pleated God 'thatWe 
in this Pdrifh have efcaped the danger much bet¬ 
ter than our Neighbour Parifhes; for happening 
to foment our lelves with mean and low-built 
Hobits, generally of'Timberind Boarded, or with 
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parts hundreds'of Souls are caftout of their dwel¬ 
lings, and have not a place to hide their Heads in 
except in Booths and Tents which they have fiW 
ouiltto'fhadc themfelves from the Sun. Our noted 
Town of'St. ‘John de la Vega : Or, TbcSpaniflj Tom 
^ utterly down' to the ground, and its Church ! dc* 
voureaihthefame; Ruins j Our Magazine aiidon- 
ly Stb'rt-Houfe of Port-Royal is three parts fiVat 
iovved up in the Sea, Ships and Shallops'hbw 
nding at Anchor where great numbers of line Fa* 
bricksflood not long fince. Many eminent Mer¬ 
chants worth thoufands, have fearce any thing left 
but the blue Linnen on their backsj feveral are 
dead, either overwhelmed with their Houfes, or 
drowned iiithcSea, which flowed in fuddenly irt- 
on them. For while they fled from the Sea, the 
Earth devoured them in her gaping Jaws, or they 
were killed with the falling Houfes}and while they 
fled from the gaping Chafms of the Earth, or the 
tottering buildings, the Sea met and fwept them 
away. A whole Street called the Wharf] (where 
nrofl of the noted Merchants lived, and* where 
hiuqh bfthePIanter s'goods were la tided, for conve¬ 
nience of Sale aqd Shipping* particularly Sugar 
and Gotten ) funk at once from one end to 
the other with a general crack at the very begin* 
ing of the Ear thquake, togctlicr with two Forts 
Guns,<&r, thereon * and all that were upon or nigh 

' it 
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’t periflied in an infhu.it without warning: and 
foon after while the People were in the gr^ateft 
Horror andconfternation imaginable, liotktiowing 
whither to fly for fafety, two or three more 
Streets in their whole length rottered and fell,and 
were immediately funk, ground and all together 
deep into the Sea, as far as the Jews Street * All 
the Upper part, of the Town, with the Church, 
and all above the Pallifadoes is under Water, even 
the very Pallifadoes it felf where their burying 
place was, is now no longer Earth but Sea * and 
the dead Corps floated from thence to all parts of 
the Harbour. The Houfes that yet remain are ma¬ 
ny of them fo rent and torn, and others fo deep¬ 
ly funk into the Water, even up to their Balco¬ 
nies, that they are unferviecable. The Wall at 
the Pallifadoes is utterly ruin’d, with the Port 
thereto belonging •, and though Morgans Line, and 
Walters Fort yet (land, they are forely fhaken 
and rent, and fo funk they are not tenable, the 
whole place that is yet above Water finking daily 
by thofe Earthquakes we have ever fmee had j 
fometimes 4, $, 6 . times, more or lets in 24. Hours. 
I-iny felf while I am now writing, expefting when 
the Earth will tremble under me, though in other 
parts of the Countrey through Gods mercys we 
do not hear of any further damage fince the firit. 
The reputed number of the Dead, ( for perhaps 
there will never be $1exaft Account ) isreckon- 
•cdabout 1500 perfons; betides Negro’s, who are 
thought to be 6. or 700 more, a multitude of 
whole Black Corps floated many days from one 
fide of the Harbour to the other, which caufed . 
fuchan intollerable flench tliat the dead were like 
to deflroy the Living*, till at laflfpmc were funk, 
and others difper fed by the Sea-breeze.

aftcis, great Numbers of People are not all Reformed of their 
Wickednefe which brought them upon us, but there is the 
fame Whoring and * Drinking , -the lame Curling and 
Swearing if not worfc, than formerly. So that wt have 
«aufe to fear the Judgment of Sodom may be our next 
pumdiment. 

In the midft of.'our Difttcfs. it pleafed God to give us a 
Signal Vi&ory over our Bneinie's the French; who happened 
at that time to make the Sharpeft Attack upon us fince the 
War, having landed, as we hoar, Two Hundred men on 
the North fide of the Ifland, which is but weaklyfurnilht 
with men, where they intrenched themfelvet, but wbre 
, flwmefully beaten out by a Vigorous Attack in the Night by 
a Party of about Thir ty Men, who Slew Seven or Eight out¬ 
fight, and the reft flying to their Boats,, Thirty of- them were 
drowned , While in the mean time our Fleet, which was let 
out on purpofe, perilling theirs, we tools one Shallop, and 
made them defperately blow np their great Ship , fitch as 
were faved remaining our Prifoneis, and other* flefd home to 
give an Accotjft vftheir overthrow.- ■. : v .v 
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To conclude, God ip bis Difpleafure remembred Mercy, J 
for though fuch Numbers periltuat PvrhRojal, where they 
were thronged together in anIfthmus of Land, yet I cannot 
hear of fifty Perfonsboth Whites Aid Blacks that were loft be- 
fide throughout all the Ifland. 

Other Letters add thefe particulars, -That this ternbla 
Sarthquake came from the North, and attacked Port<Rojal 
on the Harbour fide, on which was the Wharf the whole , 
length of the place, where flood the Kings Houfe, a Baltion 
of 207.. Guns,' Cdrlilc Battery of no. Guns, and theHoufesor 
the greateft Merchants , All thofe Sunk down in a moment 
from three to five fathom of Water. Some were funk in their 
Houles, others buried in the Hubbifh, fomc who were got in- j 
to deaf Water and could Swim were carried away witn drifts 
of Timber and tops of Houfes, driven by a fleering carreer and 
there perifhed. Nothing elle was feen but the Dead and Dy- , 
ing, nothing heard but Shrieks and Criei, the Living were ; 
covered with Wounds, Bruiles and Blood , The Thunder r 
‘ Roared over their Heads, the Earth Trembled under their t 
Feet, the Rocks and Mountains were rent in funder,- and Fire- ) 
bals fell by day and night from Heaven, (6’that the mail

H Aving given an Account of the moft remarkable and tre- ' 
niendous Earthquakes in the World from the Creation to ■ 
this time,l think it may not be improper to add two or three un- i 
ufital Occurrences and ftrange Vaflages that have happened of 
another kind, but altogether as furprizing as the former. 

I. The firft fhall be the Copy of a Letter lent from an Abbot 
in France giving a Relation of an Hermit living in that Coun¬ 
trey who feems to revive the ancient fimplicity and innocency 
of that folitavy Life to which fomc pious men in former agu ' 
confined themfelves thereby to be freed from the noife and hur¬ 
ries of the World, and to devote their minds wholly to the Ser¬ 
vice of God. Which being fo very unlike the i.v/.y Luxurious i 
Lives of the generalliry of rheprefcntRomil-h Monies and Fry¬ 
ers, may be fomewhat diverting, after the reading thy f ,rmer , 
melancholy Relations, And I ilia 11 give it you in the'Abb its 
own words as I find them in the Memoirs of the Relent State 
o( Europe for the Month of May 1692.
